Regiment After Regiment Supported by Great Masses of Artillery 
Has Been Flung Against Russians—Each Side Reports Progress 
—In West Artillery Plays Major Part, Each Side Making 


Occasional Attack

PARIS, Feb. 4.—-(10.30 p.m,)—The 
following official communication sas 
issued by the French war office to- 
night: 

“Artillery engagements have occur- 
red in Belgium and to the north of 
Arras, west of the road between Lille 
and Arras. We have captured from 
two to three hundred metres of the 
enemy's trenches near Heburterne, { 
north of Albert. Our fire has reached 
convoys and assembling points, By 
the efficient shooting of our artillery 
in the valley of the Aisne the German 
batteries were silenced, caissons were 
blown up, the men engaged in con- 
struction work dispersed and = aero 
planes put to flight. In front of Ver- 
dun we have succeeded in bringing 
down an aeraplane and taking the 
aviators prisoners, In Alsace a Ger- 
man attack near Uffholz has failed 
completely.”

the officer. “Among military omen 


the move is genera}ly credited to be 
of vast importanec, It is doubtful 
whether there is a greater genitis liv. 
ing than Sir John French in direct- 
ing the movements, of cavalry and 
utilizing this unit to Its maximum 
strategic value, while Kitchener has 
shown equal skill “during his. tone 
military career in handling infantry.

CANADIAN AVIATOR 
KILLED IN ENGLAND 


Lieut. Sharpe of Royal Flying! 
Corps Meets Death at 
Shoreham

afternoon while flying at Shoreham, 
He was returning from a trip when 
his biplane suddenly ‘ved to earth, 
The machine was sinashed and Lieut, 
Sharpe died wit a few minutes, 
CYTTAWA, Feb. 4 Lieut, Sharpe, 
of the Canadian aviator corps, report- 
ed killed was for a number of years 


Sharpe, 


a resident of Ottawa ile was born 
in Prescott, Ontario, but his parents 
removed to the capital when he was 


still a boy. He attended the Ottawa 
schools and was & juate of the 
city collegiate institute. A few years 


ago Sharpe became interested in avia- 
tion and went to the United tSates, 
He was taught flying by Curtiss 
Brothers and became a demonstrator 
for the Curtiss firm. When the war 
broke out, Sharpe proceeded to Val- 
cartiery whera he olfered his ser- 
vices and was accepted, 

The cable dispatehes. of a few 
weeks ogo told of Sharpe's first vielt 
to Northern Irance, where, in com- 
pany with one of the most celebrated 
of the French airmen, he spent sev- 
eral days reconmoitering over the 
German positions. Sharpe was mar. 
ried shortly before the war broke out 
and his wife is now a resident of this 
city. He was a particularly fine type 
of Canadian youth and was a general 
favorite in the capital.
